1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's amendment of Aug. 1 , 2008

2. The drawings (corrected Figs. 1-3) were received on Aug. 1 , 2008. These 
drawings are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art does not disclose or make obvious, method and apparatus 
with pump means to provide substantially lower power at two or more seed 
wavelengths, with wavelengths between the pump wavelength and signal wavelength, 
and carried by a pump delivery fiber with Raman gain to a remote optically pumped 
amplifier, the seed powers configured to provide more power at the primary pump 
wavelength to the optical amplifier, than would be provided by coupling the maximum 
input power at the primary pump wavelength at the transmitter or receiver end.
